St. Petersburg, June 30.—It Is re­ 
ported that the volunteer fleet cruiser 
Saratoff has been burned at Odessa.

His orders are to summon the Kniaz 
Potemkine to surrender, aud upon lier 
refusal to sink her, after which he is 
to assist in restoring order in the town. 
A dispatch which arrived here early 
this morning 
from 
Sebastopol 
an­ 
nounced that a squadron of battleships 
—the Tri Sviatitella, sinope and Kus 
tislaw, with a cruiser and several tor­ 
pedo boats, only started for Odessa at 
8 o’clock last evening. This explains 
the non-appearance of the squadron 
at Odessa. 


Troop* Shooting D ow n th e Mobs. 
St. Petersburg, June 30.—An 
un­ 
timed dispatch, probably 
sent some 
time Wednesday night, received from 
Odessa, and which may huve been de­ 
layed bv the authorities, says: 
“The 
mutineers of the battleship Kniaz Po­ 
temkine still hold the ship. Hear Ad­ 
miral Kruger’s squadron has not 
ar­ 
rived here. A great fire is destroying 
the shipping in the harbor and the 
buildings along the shore, and in the 
streets a continuous rattle of small 
arms is heard. 
The military every­ 
where are shooting into the crowds, 
which are panic-stricken and madly 
rushing hither aud thither for shelter. 
The number of victims is large. 


Havocs P lay ed by th e F la m va. 
“A state of siege has been declared 
in the city. The conflagration is sweep­ 
ing along the harbor front, the sail­ 
ors aud strikers refusing to permit at­ 
tempts to extinguish the flames. Three 
uninsured ships of 
the Pan-Russian 
company have been destroyed. The of­ 
fices of the port administration, stores 
of the Pan-Russian, Koshkin and Rus­ 
sian companies, and many private es­ 
tablishments and a great number of 
wood yards have been burned, and the 
lire is now consuming long lines of 
railroad cars. containing cargoes un­ 
loaded from foreign ships. Many ships 
succeeded in leaving the harbor. 


M ilitary F u n e ra l A sked for G iu lltch u k . 
“The surviving officers of file battle­ 
ship Kniaz Potemkine number eleven 
instead of eight. Several of them have 
been set ashore by the mutineers. They 
confirm the details of the mutiny ca­ 
bled yesterday. 
The body of Omilt- 
ehtik has been again taken on board 
the Kniaz Potemkine. from which a 
delegation of the crew, headed by the 
chaplain, visited the commander of the 
Odessa military district and asked him 
to accord a military funeral to the 
dead .sailor.**

— Charging 
him with changing lls position over 
night “for mere lucie” and with be­ 
ing influenced “solely by personal ad­ 
vantage,’’ Secretary Taft in his confer­ 
ence in New York an June 20 with 
John F. Wallace, chief engineer of the 
Panama canal, aftei administering a 
severe rebuke to bim requested his 
resignation on the yourn! that “public 
interest requires that you tender your 
resignation at this moment, and turn 
over the records of your office to the 
chairman of the coiBiuission.” 
This fact is disclosed in an official 
statement issued from the office of the 
secretary of war, which reviews the 
relations of Wallace with the war de­ 
partment and the commission since the 
latter body’s reorganization last spring, 
quoting the several expressions of the 
chief engineer of his satisfaction with 
the entire arrangement, and then gives 
practically a verbatim account of the 
conference between Secretary Taft and 
Wallace in New Y*rk, which conclud­ 
ed with the submission to S e c ta ry 
Taft of Wallace’s resignation. 
The statement issued concludes with 
Hie president’s letter to Wallace, dated 
Cambridge, Mass., June 28, which 
reads: “Your resignation as mender 
and chief emrineer of the isthmian 
canal commission, tendered in accord­ 
ance with the request of Secretary 
Taft, which request under the circum­ 
stances lias my entre approval, is here­ 
in accepted to tate effect immediate­ 
ly.**

Watkinsville, Ga.. June SO.— A mob 
entered the jail at Watkinsville and 
took therefrom nine prisoners, eight of 
whom were shot to death and the ninth 
escaped only by being thought dead by 
the mob. 
The prisoners taken out 
and ‘lynched 
were Lon J. Ayeock, 
white, charged with the murder of F. 
M. Holbrook and wife, of Oconee coun­ 
ty, and st*von negroes— Rich Robinson, 
Lewis 
Ile iasci 
and 
Claud 
Elder, 
charged wb'' the murder of the Hol­ 
brook couple- 8 a inly Price, a young ne­ 
gro charged wr.li attempted rape upon 
the person of Mrs. Weldon 
Dooley; 
Rich Allen, a negro convicted and un­ 
der sentence of death of murder of 
Will Robertson, another negro; Gene 
Yerby, another negro charged with the 
burglary of a rifle from Mr. Marshall. 
and Bob Harris, a negro, charged with 
shooting another negro. 


Mob S eize s the Town Marshal. 


The mob stole into Watkinsville a 
little before 2 a. in. 
There were fifty 
or seventy-tive men in tho crowd. All 
were heavily masked, and 
no 
one 
knew whence they came or to what 
point they returned. 
They went at 
once to the house of Town Marshal 
L. II. Aiken, and quietly called him 
to the door. 
As he put his head out 
of the door he was seized and told 
that he must deliver the jail key. 
He 
refused, arid the men put pistols in his 
face and overpowered him, he being a 
lather small man. 
Aiken refused 
to 
dress, but some of the party dressed 
him and carried him along. 


Citizen Pleads in Vain. 
The mob next seiz d O&nrtney Eld­ 
er. a blacksmith, and made him bring 
Ins tools along with him. 
On its way 
to the jail it was met by A. W. Ash­ 
ford. a prominent citizen of Watkins­ 
ville. who had heard the noise at the 
marshal’s house and gone downtown 
as soon as he could dress. 
Ashford 
begged the men to desist and let the 
law take its course, especially pleading 
for Ayeock, on the ground that the evi­ 
dence bad not been secured to warrant 
his conviction. 
He also begged them 
not to lynch those not charged with 
capital crimes. 
They told bim that 
they were cool, solder and determined. 


and thy t he might as well go back 
home and go to bed. 
The Jail was 
opened by the town marshal under the 
threat of several pistols. 


W ould Clear Out the Whole .Jail. 
Inside the jail the mob held up Jail­ 
er Crow' and demanded the keys to the 
cells. 
He refused at first; but sur­ 
rendered them after being 
menaced 
with guns. 
Jailer Crow’ begged hard 
for Ayeock on the same ground that 
Ashford did. and also for the two ne­ 
groes who were not charged with cap­ 
ital crimes. 
Members of the attacking 
party told him to shut his mouth. They 
knew’ what to do, they said, and they 
were going to clear out the whole jail.
